two rows of houses, one of. which 
has its, frontage on Shanghai 
Street. 

Shanghai Street, it might be ex- 
plained here, cuts across Jordan 
‘Road and Mr, da Silva’s house is the 
fourth (third stairway) from the 
corner of Shanghai Street. Opposite 
Mr. da Silva’s house «is the’ Gas 
Works, which stretches to the corner 
of Shanghai Street. 

To return to Mr. da Silva's story. 
When he caught sight of the man 
who had fired at him on.the staiys 
the fellow was only about ten yards 
from the mouth of tthe seavenging 
lane.

Bullets Whistle ‘Past! 

Accordingly, -Mr. da Silva pro- 
ceeded to cross Jordan-road, mak- 
ing for the alleyway which the 
fugitive had almost reached. 
Then the constable, who did not 
move from where he wss standing, 
fired two more shots towards the 
robber, just as the latter ‘dashed 
into the lane. 

Mr. da Silva could hear these 
last two: bulleta whistle past in 
: front of him, and thought how 
‘lucky he had been to eacape death 
a second time. 

The bullets went past only a 
few yards in front of him, and if 
he had only run-a bit faster, which 
he could have done but for. the 
fact that he was bare footed, he 
would probably have stopped one 
of the constable’s bullets, He ts 
convinced that he was still alive 
because of the. fact that he was 
not accustomed to running bare 
footed. 

Tt was quite obvious. that the Indfan 
constable did not natice Mr. da Silva on 
the road when he. fired the. Inst 
two shots so Mr. da Silva called out 

to him ta stop firing. 

Here Mr, da Silva sald he could : 
‘pot understand the constable standing 
and firing at the fugitive instead of 
foing after him, especially as com- 
pared with the distance which Mr. da 
Silva had to cover, the Indian had # 
shoyst run (about 50 yards at tho 
most) to reach the mouth of the lance 
and thus put off the robber’s escane.

MIXED BATHING [re 


“LIDO” PROPOSED BY MR. . 
' 8 LANSBURY : 


“Men and women should be 
able to bathe ag freely in the 


{Serpentine as they do on the south 


coast or the Lido,” said Mr. 
George Lansbury, the Firat Com- 
missioner of Works, ih an inter. 
view on his aims, concerning Von: 
don’s Royal parks. 

“Tho Serpentine ia not used aa 
fully as it should be. There is 
no dreasing accommodation. .Soon- 
er or’ later, in my view, the de- 
partment must make provision for 
rational bathing facilities, All 
sorts of people bathe together in 
the sea, and no harm, but plenty 
of good, comes ‘to them: why not 
in the Serpentine? 

| Sun Bathing 

‘“We are discussing sun bathing 
in Hyde Park with the Ministry 
of Health. If it is decided that 
it is'a good thing, . and we are 
able to provide freilities, I hope 
means will be found to do it. 
How much. clothes people will 
wear is a matter to be decided.” 

Mr, Lansbury, referring to the 
proposal that the outside railings 
of the parks should be removed, 
said: “The police object to open 
parks at night.
